Art. 13. To see if the town will appropriate $150.00 
to be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture in 
accordance with the provisions of and for the purposes of 
Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, or for the support of demonstra- 
tion work under the direction of the agent or instructors of 
the Trustees on land owned by the town or any resident there- 
of, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto. 


To see if the town will vote to choose a director 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 273, Acts of 1918, 
Section 1, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto.

Report of 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


It gives me pleasure to submit this my fourth annual 
report concerning the conditions and progress of the schools 
of the town. wa 

Most of the schools in the town closed the year in June 
after a successful year. Miss Smith’s resignation from the 
Center Grammar took effect in February. We had a most 
difficult time to secure a teacher of any experience or quali- 
fications needed to take up the work. The school continued 
through the year with some suecess under inexperienced 
teachers. 


SOUTH SCHOOL 


Before the close of the schools’ last year the Hatfield 
authorities notified your school committee that they would 
not be able to accommodate the pupils from Whately in the 
North Hatfield school after June. This necessitated the 
construction of more school accommodations in the town. 


Several plans were suggested but the plan of construct- 
ing a two room building near the Hatfield line finally pre- 
vailed and in all probability the building will be oceupied 
before the town meeting is held. During this fall term the 
pupils of the South part have beeen occupying a shop which 
was thoroughly renovated for a school room. The new build- 
ing is a fine brick structure located on a tract of land which 
provides some room for a play ground. There are twenty- 
five pupils at present in this school and seven out of eight 
grades represented. 
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EAST WHATELY 


The question of providing more school room for Hast 
Whately pupils is one of most vital importance to the town. 
At present there are 120 pupils in the East Whately schools, 
besides the 7th and 8th grades, which are going on the ear 
to South Deerfield. There are 22 pupils in the present 6th 
grade who will regularly become seventh graders next year. 
The schools at South Deerfield can not accommodate the 
7th grade next year and the rooms at Hast Whately are 
-erowded to their capacity. There must be room provided 
next fall for the 22 pupils in the present 6th grade. 

There are several possibilities: One is to erect a school 
building, temporary or otherwise, on the East Whately 
grounds. Another plan would be to add two rooms to the 
present Center building and consolidate the grammar grades 
by transporting the higher grades from East. Whately. A 
third plan might be to transport the East Whately 7th 
to the Center. This would make this school very large but 
in all probability could be housed there. <A fourth sugges- 
tion would be to carry the Hast. Whately 7th to the vacant 
room in the South Building. Whichever plan seems best 
adapted to meet the conditions should be put in execution 
by the Town Meeting this year, as something must be done 
to give increased school room for East Whately. 


WEST WHATELY 


The school at West Whately had a prosperous time last 
vear and is again under efficient, concientious management 
this year. The transportation makes attendance good and 
the taking of the 7th and 8th grades to the Center is as great 
an advantage to the pupils who go to the Center as it is a 
relief to the West Whately school. 


CENTER 


The schools at the Center are doing well and making 
good progress. We are fortunate in having very interested, 
conscientious and hard working teachers in these schools. 
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COURSE OF STUDY 


The course of study pursued in our sehools has been 
written by the Superintendent and printed in leaflet form. 
These leaflets have been distributed to the teachers. This 
condenses the course of study in convenient form for ready 
reference. 


LEGISLATION 


Last winter the General Coart enacted a law which re- 
quired all towns of over one million dollars valuation to have 
a school nurse. Those towns wnder one million valuation 
may be excused from the provis.ons of this law by the State 
Board of Edueation but this Board does not see fit to exeuse 
many towns. The town of Whately should make provision 
to have the services of a school nurse for one day each week. 


TESTS AND PROMOTIONS 


One of the tasks which takes a high grade of intelli- 
gence on the part of teachers and supervisors is to know 
‘Just when a pupil is ready for promotion or whether they 
would be better to repeat the grade. Formerly an exami- 
nation was given, if the pupil attained a passing mark he 
went up one, if not he repeated the work. This method 
of ascertaining whether a child is fit for promotion is un- 
satisfactory, inadequate and unjust. Many times pupils 
best able to understand and appreciate the advanced work 
are just the ones who are not able to compose the best writ- 
en examination. Scientific educators are making good 
progress in devising intelligence tests which will give much 
assistanee to teachers and supervisors in this perplexing 
problem. These intelligence tests have a tendency also to 
point the direction in which the pupils’ greatest ability lies, 
which will guide him in choosing his life work. These tests 
were used to a great extent in the Army to select men for 
the different lines of service. 
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CHANGES OF TEACHERS 


Miss Parsons of the Center Grammar became ill and 
resigned at the close of the school year. Mr. David Me- 
Kenzie who has done two years of college work, was secured 
for this school and his success is assured. Miss Smith and 
Miss Minor of the Center Primary and intermediate re- 
signed in June for positions elsewhere and Miss Dorothy 
Boutelle and Miss Eleanor Crafts were given these schools. 
Miss Corcoran resigned the grammar room at East Whately 
and Mrs. Margaret Brennan was placed in that room. Miss 
Dorothy Strippe was transferred to the East Whately in- 
termediate. The East Whately schools are having a 
prosperous year under the leadership of these teachers. 
Miss Evelyn Nelson was secured for West Whately. Mrs. 
Raymond Donelson, a teacher of experience, was secured 
for the South School. 


In closing I wish to thank the teachers for their kindly 
attitude and the Committee for their consideration.

Report of Supervisor of Music 


Mr. Andrew 8. Thomson, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir :— 


Educators have known for a long time that the music 
taught in the public schools has only to a slight extent been 
brought into the home life of the child. Most school music 
is isolated from his home interests and rarely has the ma- 
terial used in school appeared in his social life, showing a 
lack of connection between what is being done along the 
lines of musical education and the real purpose such eduea- 
tion ought to serve. 

In attempting to remedy this state of affairs it has been 
thought that in order to sing for himself the child must 
have the ability to sing songs from the printed page as 
readily as a story book is read; that given this ability he 
would sing songs from books at home as easily as he reads 
from books at home. So our courses of study in school mu- 
sic have been filled with technical study in the belief that a 
mastery of the technical difficulties of sight singing will take 
our school songs into the home. It being proved that this 
process has failed to accomplish its purpose we are now 
being led to try another way; to minimize the technica! 
teaching giving much more attention to the singing of 
songs, not the popular songs of the day but hymns and songs 
that are more or less known by the grown people; to do 
more chorus singing with schools as a whole; to form glee 
elubs and high school choruses; to do anything which will 
bring the pupils together as a small singing community of 
their own which will reach out through the home into the 
larger community in which they live. 
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We have now a method spoken of as the Song Method 
where the songs taught in the lower grades form a basis 
for the work of the higher grades. This plan has been fol- 
lowed simply in our first three grades for a year and a half 
with interesting results. What will be its outcome in the 


ina “upper grades in yet to be seen. 

The work of the year has gone along smoothly as a 
pe with enthusiasm on the part of the pupils and splendid 
—€0- Bev oration on the part of the teachers.
